Ball Season 
Successful 
Despite Draft

Unlike a ye'ar ago when the St. 


Louis Cardinals didn't clinch the 
National League pennant until the 
last day of the season, the finale 
of the 1943 baseball season yester- 
day decided only third place 
in 


both major leagues. 


Although beaten by Cincinnati, 6 


to 1. the Brooklyn Dodgers 
took 


third money in the senior loop 
when the Phillies, idle for three 
days, up and dealt the fourth place 
Pittsburgh Pirates a double 
de- 


feat, 3 to 1 and 11 to 3. 


Cleveland nosed out the fact clos- 


ing Chicago White Sox for third in 
the American League by beating 
the Philadelphia Athletics, 8 to 4, 
in 11 inriings.' The White Sox wal- 
loped the Boston Red Sox twice, 
4 to 2 and 3 to 1, for their 15th 
victory .in 18 games, but finished 
a half game behind the Indians. 


Th« 
championship 
St. 
Louis 


Cardinals and New York Yankees 
finished then- tuneups for the World 
Series by again beating the Giants, 
5 to 4, and the Browns, 5 to 2. This 
gave the Cards 105 victories for the 
season, only one less than 
last 


year, and marked the first time in 
30 years a National League cham- 
pion has repeated with more than 
100 triumphs. 


The Yankees wound up with 98 


victories, the lowest for the eight 
American League clubs Joe Mc- 
Carthy has piloted to a pennant. 


Dizzy Trout, of Detroit, pitched 


the Tigers to a 4 to 1 victory over 
Washington and joined Mort Coop- 
er of the Cards, Spud Chandler, of 
the Yanks Elmer Riddle, of the 
Reds; and Rip Sewell of the Pir- 
ates, as the only 20-game winning 
pitchers for the season. 


The Chicago Cubs and the Bos- 


ton Braves divided a twin bill, the 
Cubs winning the opener, 7 to 0, 
and the Braves the nightcap, 5 to

New York, Oct. 3 — (IP)—The mid- 


season revolt of the Brooklyn Dodg- 
ers and the Philadelphia 
Phillies 


highlighted America's second war- 
time baseball season that ended to- 
day, a campaign that some pessi- 
mistic persons believed would fold 
by July 4. 


The Flatbush rebellion, which 


the grapevine blamed on clubhouse 
seconcV—guessing by Manager Leo 
Duroctier, occurred in July 
and 


transformed the TDodgers from 
a 


penant contender into a club that 
was lucky to finish third. The rum- 
pus caused President Branch Rikk- 
ey to trade pitcher Bobo Newsom 
and First Baseman Dolph Camilli 
and Led to Durocher's being 
re- 


leased from his player-contract on 
the last day of the season. Whether 
he would be resigned as a bench 
manager was anybody's guess. 


The abrupt dismissal of Bucky 


Harris as manager of the Phillies 
by William D. Cox, new owner of 
the Phils, started the Philadelphia 
flareup. Harris asserted he knew 
nothing of his dismissal until he re- 
ceived telephone calls from news- 
papermen asking if had anything 
to say on Cox's announcement. 


Aroused over what they termed 


unfair treatment of Harris all of 
the Phillies players, an hour before 
a night game in St. Louis, signed 
a statement saying they would re- 
fuse to take the field unless Cox 
apologized and reinstated Harris 
order to permit him to resign. This 
Cox did, adding Harris' dismissal 
was no reflection on his managerial 
ability. 
Freddy 
Fitzsimmons, 


Brooklyn pitcher-coach, succeeded 
Harris, but although the Phils drew 
more than 400,000 paid admissions 
—a record—the club finished sev- 
enth after topping the second di- 
vision for a time. 


As for the pennant-winning St. 


Louis Cardinals 
and New York 


Yankees they repeated as most per- 
sons expected, despite the loss to 
the armed services of such stars as 
Joe Dimaggio, Terry Moore, Enos 
Slaughter, 
Johnny Beazley and 


Chapley Ruffing. 


Sparked by Stan Musial's .356 


hitting and the pitching and catch- 
ing of the Cooper brothers—Mort 
and Walker—the Cards had com- 
paratively east sailing after July 4, 
finishing with 105 wins against 49 
defeats. The Cincinnati Reds put 
on a strong finish to take second 
place while the Chicago Cubs, virt- 
ually left at the post in the spring, 
came on to top the second division. 


The Yankees, with the ex-Philly 


Nick Etten at first base, and Rook- 
ie Bill Johnson at third, had their 
hands full with Cleveland, Wash- 
ington, Chicago and Detroit until 
they won 12 of 13 games late in 
July to pull away 'from the field. 
The one game they lost 
in this 


stretch was the one • hit shutout 
turned in by Rookie Orval Grove 
of the White Sox. 


This was the game that vvas the 


closest to a no-hitter in the major 
leagues in two years. Joe Gordon 
banged a double with two out in 
the ninth for the Yanks' only hit. 


Grove and another rookie, Jess 


Flores of the Athletics, both start- 
ed the season with long winning 
streaks only to falter. At the end 
the only 20-game winning pitchers 
were Spud Chandler, of the Yan- 
kees; Mort Cooper, of the Cards 
Elmer Riddle, of the Reds, Rip 
Sewell, of Pittsburgh, 
and Dizzy

Food Administrator Marvin Jones 
went up on Capitol Hill again today 
and asked congressional support of

with WFA's announced 


plan to get the, largest crop acre- 
age in the nation's history into food 
and feed production next year. 


The objectives, Jones told 
the 


House 
Agriculture 
Committee, 


were to obtain maximum farm out- 
put in 1944 and at the same time 
prevent an increase in consumer 
prices. 


Jones went before the committee 


lo outline the '44 program in the 
wake of a charge from one Repub- 
lican that "the boys in the back 
room," rather lhan the WFA ad- 
minislralor, are running Ihe farm 
show. 


Reiterating testimony which he 


gave last week to the House Bank- 
ing Committee in support of a re- 
quest for an additional $500,000,000 
borrowing authority for the 
Com- 


modity Credit Corporation (CCC), 
to be used for farm price supports 
and subsidy programs, Jones said 
next year's farm goals call for a 
crop acreage of 380,000,000 
acres 


compared with 364,000,000 this year 
— and for maintenance of high pro- 
duction levels for meat, dairy pro- 
ducts and eggs. 


"Tiie 
largest 
percentage

creases in production are 
recom- 


mended," he said, "for those crops 
which furnish food 
for direct hu-

Washingon, Oct. 6 — (/P)—

Senate voted today to substitute for 
the Wheeler "don't draft fathers" 
bill, a measure designed to steer 
thousands of federal and war plant 
workers into the armed forces by 
requiring evidence of the "indis- 
pensability" o£ all draft-age non- 
fathers holding occupational defer- 
ments. 


The action, by voice vote, scut- 


tled the bill by Senator Wheeler 
(D-Mont) to postpon further in- 
ductions of pre-Pearl Harbor fa- 
thers until January 1. 


The Senate previously, with ad- 


ministration approval, wrote into 
the substitute Wheeler's amend-

markets pay higher prices for fluid 
milk low fluid prices in relation 
to prices paid by nearby 
plants 


where milk is processed into dairy 
products; unusual and localized 
cost factors related to war activi- 
ties which threaten to reduce 
or 


to eliminate a small community's 
milk supply.

"Twenty fqet off the ground," 


Whitman said, "the vines around 
the trunk gave way 
and 
I fell, 


breaking my right arm and raising 
a terrific bruise on my right cheek 
and eye."

.aken with him a full canteen of 
vater, a jungle-knife, revolver and 
ive-preserver.

noon, the Yank pilot came to a 
mangrove swamp, where he filled 
his now-empty canteen with stag- 
nant water.
